Every town of any size should 
have a public library—to be full 
of good reliable books of all kinds; 
also readable books of all kinds. 
Strangers in Reno have expressed 
themselves as surprised that a town 
of the size and enterprise ef this 
place should not havea free read- 
ing room or library. Residents of 
Reno should look over their own 
libraries and see how many books 
they could contribute as a starter, 
When these books are in private 
libraries what good do they do? 
They are not being read and en- 
joyed by anybody, as the owners, let 
us suppose, bave long since read 
them, but were they upon the 
shelves of a public library they 
would be accessable toall. Let us 
hope that before many days Reno 
will bave a convenient room or 
rooms, where many such contribu- 
tions can be put to a good use. We 
want to see Reno improved in every 
way possible. A public library is 
possible and would be of great ben- 
efit to our town. 
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During the past few weeks a 
great many complaints have come 
over the Pacific from Honolulu 
that cause it to appear that life and 
property are endangered by Kala- 
kaua’s dictatorship. The consti- 
tutional monarchy, it is said, ex- 
istsonly in name.
